Laws which are 0: 0 1ght to be made for no other end, bur for ſup- 
preffipg of Vice, wickedneſs & uncighteouſneſs; & for ghe curbing 
& puniſhment of Evil doers as ſaith the Scripture of truth', T/e 
Law ts not rnade forthe Righteous but for Sinners. &C;*So thatitis 
cl?acly evident chat the en of che Law is for the cutting down of 
Sin, & tranſgreſſion, and not for puniſhing of /nnocent harm leſs 
p2ople, a$ it is to much uſed, and execured at thisday in many 
places, to the (:dnivg the hearts of many thouſandsof ſober god- 
ly people , whr-ſees and pzrfealydilcerns, that Juſtice is per- 
verced , ah Jndgmenc is turned backward ; the edge of the 
word of Juſtice is now turned againſt che Innocent , and ſuch as 
realy feare God, with which they ſeek to curdown truth and 
Righceouſnefs where ever it doth appear; andin the defence of 
rhe un:ighreous Generation, who at this day go on in their ex- 
ceeding groſs Abomination, as it they were Licenced by Supe- 
rior powers, but tothe greif of many lincere hearted iris ſeen to 
be romuch collerared, that ic cannot bzayoided, but undoybr. 
edly che ſevere Judgments of the Righteous God muſt ſhortly 
be manifeſted ro the final diflolation of ſach as arethe cauſe of 
theſe things, without ſpeedy Converſion, therefore it is fullcime 
for all che wicked ro Repent , and ceaſe from theic cruelty and 
oppreſſion, before the day of deſtruftion come, which haftenerh , 
and cannot be avoidedyirhout humility and true unfaigned Re- 
p2ntance ; for this I a clear and crue diſcerning in the zeal 
of Gods Glory, that the almerciful God of Juſtice is Angry with 
the un-ighteous proceedings ofthe heads of this Nation; And his 
wrath is kindled as a mighty flame againſt the abominations of 
che times, which will burne and Conſume the wicked, who are as
